1980  NORWEGIAN  COINS  HAVE  TWO  VARIETIES 


There  are  two  varieties  of  the  circulating  1980  Norwegian  coins.  1980 
was  the  last  year  of  coins  with  the  initials  A or  AB  because  of  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Arne  Bakken,  Royal  Mint  Director  since  1971.  After 
July  1980,  Norway's  coins  bear  the  initials  "AB  with  a star",  con- 
tinuing a long  tradition  of  indicating  a mint  without  a chief.  Tech- 
nically, Mr.  Ole-Robert  Kolberg  succeeded  in  office.  Starting  in  1981 
Norway's  coins  have  a K initial  for  the  new  director,  also  the  crossed 
hammers  mintmark  of  the  Kongsberg  mint.

A VISIT  TO  KENYA 


by  Robert  P.  Puddester,  Ottawa,  Ontario , Canada , NI  # 1536 

Kenya  was  visted  in  March  and  November  1980.  The  November  visit  re- 
vealed that  new  coins  dated  1980  had  been  released  since  the  March 
visit  with  the  portrait  of  Kenyatta  (facing  left)  being  replaced  by 
the  portrait  of  Moi  (facing  right)  and  the  legend  now  reading  "Presi- 
dent of  Republic  of  Kenya  - Daniel  Toroitich  Arap  Moi".  On  the  samples 
of  the  1980  coins  obtained  - one  shilling,  50  cents  and  5 cents  - the 
reverse  is  identical  to  the  former  Kenyatta  issue  except  for  the  date. 

I assume  that  the  10  cents  has  also  been  released  in  the  new  type  but 
this  may  not  yet  be  so  as  during  the  March  visit  Nairobi  was  flooded 
with  1978  dated  new  10  cent  pieces.  The  25  cent  piece  was  apparently 
last  produced  for  circulation  in  1969  with  a very  large  issue  in  1966. 
While  many  1966  dated  coins  (especially  shilling  and  50  cent  pieces) 
are  still  in  circulation  not  one  sample  of  the  25  cent  piece  was  seen 
in  more  than  two  weeks.  Coins  obtained,  but  not  listed  in  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins,  in  addition  to  the  1980  issues,  are  the  5,  10 
and  50  cent  pieces  of  1978.  Current  bank  notes  were  in  good  supply  in 
crisp  uncirculated  condition  and  sets  of  the  5,  10,  20  and  100  shilling 
notes  were  easy  to  obtain.

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OLD  INDIA'S  "HUNDI"  NOTES 


by  Charles  K.  Panish,  Westport , Connecticut , NI  #331 

India's  Hundi  notes,  although  these  notes  are  collected,  they  are 
more  in  the  nature  of  checks  than  currency,  being  privately  issued. 

The  term  Hundi  (sometimes  hoondee  or  hoondy ) is  literally  a bill  of 
exchange,  though  in  current  usage  it  may  designate  a bill  of  exchange, 
a money  order,  a draft,  a check  or  a bond.  It  is  a term  widely  used 
in  India. 

Originally  Hundi  were  hand-written  letters,  but  later  came  to  be 
printed  forms.  Hundi  of  the  Victorian  era  are  illustrating  this 
article. 


This  "Hundi"  with  the  3 Rupee  stamp  apparently  was  used  to 
transfer  money  from  the  Bank  of  Bengal  in  Cawnpore  to  the 
Head  Office  in  Bombay.  Dated  April  21,  (18)99.  Size  is 
219  x 130  mm. 

They  were  used  in  India  from  the  early  17th  until  the  early  20th 
century.  They  were  essentially  a draft  or  a check  drawn  by  a mer- 
chant (drawer)  upon  a shroft  (native  banker,  here  the  "drawee") 
providing  for  payment  to  a third  party  (named  or  un-named) , called 
the  payee,  of  a fixed  sum  by  a given  date. 

The  hundi  came  to  India  through  the  British  East  India  Company,  who 
commonly  used  these  bills  for  effecting  payment  in  both  foreign  and 
domestic  trade. 
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This  form  of  transfer  of  funds  was  probably  invented  by  the  Florentine 
Jews  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  came  to  England  somewhat  before  AD  1600. 
Later  forms  developed  in  England  were  the  promissory  note  (circa  1700) 
and  the  personal  check  (circa  1800) . These  forms  of  payment  appeared 
in  Indian  at  a somewhat  later  date,  but  did  not  supplant  the  hundi. 


The  stamp  on  the  reverse  of  this  issue  indicates 
this  note  was  used  in  the  transfer  of  opium  from 
the  Ujjain  Opium  Agency  on  December  6 , 1892. 

In  India,  the  hundi  could  be  transferred  through  intermediate  hands 
(Jmndi-wala)  , who  would  normally  apply  a discount  ( hundian ) to  the 
bill  for  their  service,  reducing  the  face  value  by  use  of  a stamp. 
This  discounted  bill  was  called  hundawan. 

Special  terms  came  to  be  applied  to  certain  bills.  The  usual  hundi 
was  sometimes  called  hundi-chitthi  to  distinguish  it  from  the  hundi- 
darsani  (a  bill  payable  to  bearer)  and  hundi-mi  'adi  (a  bill  payable 
only  after  some  designated  future  date). 

Although  the  hundi  is  no  longer  encountered  in  normal  business  trans- 
actions in  India,  it  is  probably  still  used  in  its  original  form  in 
some  local  transactions  in  rural  area. 
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Here  is  the  "3  Rupee"  hundi  from  a different 
perspective.  It  shows  the  Watermark  used  on 
Queen  Victoria’s  issues  of  the  1890’s

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NETHERLANDS  VARIETIES  understanding  the  difference

The  year  1874  is  an  interesting  date  to  collectors  of  Netherlands 
coinage.  In  that  year  only  three  denominations  were  struck  for  use 
in  the  Netherlands.  They  were  the  silver  10  Cent,  silver  2^  Gulden 
and  gold  Ducat.  Of  these,  the  two  silver  coins  were  struck  in  two 
distinct  varieties.  Each  coin  exists  with  a "sword"  mintmastermark 
or  a "sword  with  cloverleaf  shaped  tip"  mintmastermark  (the  first 
plain  "sword"  type  has  a rounded  tip  on  the  sword) . The  sword  was 
the  mark  adopted  by  H.  A.  van  den  Wall  Bake,  who  was  the  mintmaster 
at  the  Utrecht  Mint  from  1845  to  1874.  Traditionally,  mintmasters 
in  the  Netherlands  have  placed  "their  mark"  on  most  coins  for  which 
they  had  production  responsibility.  Illustrated  below  is  the  "sword" 
type  which  appears  on  the  Gulden  coin. 


The  second  "sword  with  cloverleaf  shaped  tip"  variety  was  a result  of 
the  appointment  of  P.  F.  Taddel,  as  interim  mintmaster  for  the  remain- 
der of  1874.  This  temporary  mintmastermark  was  made  to  indicate  the 
change  in  mintmasters  (after  his  permanent  appointment  the  following 
year  he  adopted  his  own  "privy"  mark,  an  axe) . Illustrated  below  is 
the  "sword  with  cloverleaf  shaped  tip"  type,  also  on  a 2h  Gulden  coin.

At  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  an  Ottoman  cavalry  officer 
in  Tripoli,  North  Africa,  named  Ahmad  Qaramanli  usurped  power  when 
the  ruling  pasha  was  on  a visit  to  Constantinople.  He  was  later  con- 
firmed as  the  new  pasha  by  Sultan  Ahmed  III  which  marked  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Qaramanli  dynasty.  This  family  ruled  until  1835  except 
for  a brief  period  1793-94  when  an  adventurer  from  Algiers  'Ali 
Burghul  governed  the  city. 

During  the  reign  of  Ottoman  Sultan  Abdul  Hamid  I,  his  Kapudan  Pasha 
(i.e.  admiral  of  the  fleet)  was  given  the  authority  to  subjugate  the 
independent  principalities  in  the  Med  iter anean  region,  which  included 
the  province  of  Tripoli.  This  event  motivated  the  son  of  the  Qara- 
manli ruler  to  threaten  his  father  believing  that  some  strong  action 
was  necessary  to  prevent  the  fall  of  the  house  of  Qaramanli. 

The  conflict  between  father  and  son  gave  the  opportunity  for  the  Al- 
gerian, 'Ali  Burghul  to  invade  the  city  of  Tripoli.  But  later  when 
some  of  his  army  crossed  the  Tunisian  frontier,  it  provided  for  the 
pretext  for  a further  invasion  of  that  city  by  the  Tunisian  ruler  who 
drove  'Ali  Burghul  out  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1795  (AH  1209), 
but  not  before  he  had  evacuated  the  city  and  emptied  the  treasury. 

The  Tunisian  ruler  then  installed  'Ali  Qaramanli  to  the  pashalik.  But 
by  the  year  of  AH  1210  (July  1795)  his  brother  Yusuf  ousted  him. 

Yusuf ' s reign  was  long  and  he  was  able  to  revive  the  regency  to  its 
former  greatness. 

Yusuf's  early  task  was  to  replenish  the  treasury  (piracy  was  the 
main  source  of  wealth)  and  strike  coins  dated  AH  1210  in  the  name  of 
Ottoman  Sultan  Selim  III  who  had  been  ruling  for  seven  years  and  had 
confirmed  his  as  Pasha.  Among  the  coins  struck  is  the  ten  paras  or 
(onluk),  a billon  coin  which  is  illustrated  in  Craig's  COINS  OF  TEE 
WORLD 1,  shown  here  as  Fig.  1.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  ornament  on  this  coin  above  the  word 
duribe  on  the  reverse  is  a variety  is  known  without  the  top  of 

the  ornament^,  or  in  the  shape  of  a "v"  — and  another  with  an  ornament 
of  three  crescents 
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We  are  now  able  to  publish  yet  another  variety  with  a single  crescent 
(Fig.  2)  which  was  brought  to  the  writer's  attention  recently.  It  is 
heavier  than  the  other  specimens  recorded  — weighing  3.88  gr.  and 
with  more  silver  content.  Also  the  third  cipher  in  the  year  is  curi- 
ously hooked .

There  exists  another  type  of  onluk  bearing  Selim  Ill's  accession 
date  AH  1203  with  the  regnal  year  10  (above  the  word  duribe)  on  the 
reverse,  which  was  struck  in  May  1798.  (Fig.  3)

The  early  billon-silver  onluks  struck  by  Yusuf  appear  to  have  been 
issued  in  the  years  1795  through  1798  (AH  1210  to  1213  inclusive) 
and  in  each  issue  the  ornament  above  duribe  was  changed.

LOUIS  XVI 


HE  LOST  HIS  HEAD  OVER  A KINGDOM 


by  Lee  Grossman 

Louis  XVI,  grandson  of  King  Louis  XV,  was  born  at  Versailles  on 
August  23,  1754.  At  the  age  of  16  years,  he  married  Marie  Antoinette 
the  youngest  daughter  of  Austria's  Empress  Maria  Theresia.  And  in 
1774,  he  ascended  the  throne,  becoming  King  of  France  and  Navarre. 


A 1788  Ecu  of  Louis  XVI  struck  at  (M)  Toulouse 

Louis  XVI  completely  failed  to  realize  the  desperate  situation  in 
France.  He  gave  himself  up  to  extravagant  display  and  costly  facili- 
ties. With  the  country  already  impoverished,  violent  popular  oppo- 
sition to  the  priviliged  classes  rose  among  the  common  people.  You 
must  remember  that,  at  this  time  the  American  colonies  were  battling 
for  independence.  And  the  people  of  France  were  in  strong  sympathy 
with  the  American  movement,  providing  both  financial  and  moral  sup- 
port to  the  cause  of  the  colonists. 

The  king  instituted  internal  reforms,  which  were  opposed  by  the  aris 
tocracy.  And  the  opposition  created  by  the  latter  led  to  the  Revolu- 
tion of  1789.  Excited  masses  of  people  thronged  the  streets  of  Paris 
and  eventually  caused  the  destruction  of  the  Bastille . 

On  January  16,  1793,  Louis  XVI  was  found  guilty  on  the  charge  of  con 
spiracy  against  national  freedom.  He  was  beheaded  five  days  later. 

Queen  Marie  Antoinette  was  guilottined 
on  October  16,  1793.  Their  eight-year- 
old  son,  Louis  XVII,  died  not  long 
after .

The  coinage  of  Louis  XVI  was  minted 
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in  Bronze  (3  Deniers,  6 Deniers,  12  Deniers,  2 Sols);  in  Silver  (the 
15  Sols,  30  Sols,  1/2  ecu  de  3 Livres,  Ecu  of  6 Livres) ; in  Gold  (the 
Louis  D'or)  all  in  the  Constitutional  period  after  1791.  And  all  are 
expensive  in  the  higher  grades.  Some  gold  Louis  D;or  are  worth  five 
figures  in  Extremely  Fine  condition. 

Patterns  of  Louis  XVII,  Pretender  to  the  throne,  exist.  The  30  Sols, 
undated,  was  issued  in  bronze.  They  may  have  been  issued  in  1792. 

Three  different  6 Deniers  in  bronze  and  in  brass  are  undated;  one  in 
bronze  is  dated  1792.  All  have  a bust  of  the  youth,  with  LOUIS  XVII 
ROS  DES  FRANCOIS,  with  most  of  them  having  the  word  ESSAI  (pattern) 
on  the  coins.  Some  sources  insist  that  the  pieces  were  made  by  Royal- 
ist Partisans. 

The  Tale  of  Two  Cities , written  by  Charles  Dickens  in  1835,  is  a story 
with  its  locale  in  Paris  and  London  during  the  French  Revolution.  Some 
schools  in  the  United  States  have  placed  the  book  on  their  Required 
Literature  reading  lists.  A movie  was  made  in  the  1940's  with  Ronald 
Coleman  in  the  dual  leading  roles.

A VISIT  TO  TANZANIA 


by  Robert  P.  Puddester,  Ottawa , Ontario , Canada , NI  # 1536 

In  Tanzania  examples  of  the  10  Senti  coin  were  obtained  during  a visit 
in  1980.  I had  heard  of  this  coin  but  not  seen  one  previously.  It  is 
not  listed  in  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  for  any  year,  but  I 
found  coins  dated  1977  and  1979.  The  1979  10  Senti  is  readily  avail- 
able in  UNC  condition.  I was  able  to  find  examples  of  the  5 Senti 
(Y-l)  for  1977  and  1979  only,  neither  date  is  listed  in  SCWC . Accord- 
ing to  the  SCWC  there  are  numerous  other  issues  between  1966  and  1976 
including  a large  mintage  of  37.5  million  in  1976  - none  of  which  were 
found.  All  dates  of  the  20  Senti  were  found  except  1975.  Also  a 1977 
is  available  in  UNC  condition,  not  listed  in  SCWC.  The  1970  and  1973 
50  Senti  pieces  are  available,  the  latter  in  UNC.  I have  examples  of 

a 1975  and  1977  Shilingi  (Shilling)  (Y-4)  , neither  of  which  is  listed 
in  SCWC.  The  5 Shilingi  pieces  of  1971  (Y-5),  1972,  1973  (Y-5a)  and 
1976  (Y-9)  all  circulate  with  the  Y-5a  being  the  most  common.  The  1978 
(Y-10)  F.A.O.  issue  could  not  be  found  in  circulation.  Most  notes  were 
available  in  uncirculated  condition,  especially  the  100  Shilling.  Many 
of  the  small  tourist  type  shops  outside  major  hotels  in  Dar  es  Salaam 
have  the  usual  box  or  bowl  of  "old"  coins  in  the  back.  These  usually 
turn  out  to  be  more  dirty  than  old  and  are  mostly  very  common  coins.

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THE  DRAGON  OF  HUNG  HSIEN

Of  all  the  mythical  beasts  through  the  ages,  the  dragon  is  by  far 
the  most  prominent.  It  appears  in  the  art  and  literature  of  many 
peoples  and  is  represented  in  various  forms,  playing  various  roles. 
Generally,  it  is  depicted  with  the  body  of  a huge,  fire-breathing 
serpent  having  bat-like  wings  and  a crocodile's  head. 

In  our  Western  culture,  the  dragon  was  always  regarded  as  a potent 
evil  force,  and  was  portrayed  as  such  in  the  Psalms  and  in  Isaiah; 
and  as  the  great  red  serpent  of  the  Apocalypse.  The  slaying  of  a 
dragon  was  the  crowning  feat  of  heroes:  Beowulf,  Siegfried,  St. 
George,  and  a host  of  others.  Richard  I bore  the  dragon  ensign  on 
his  Crusade  "to  the  terror  of  the  heathen  beyond  the  seas".  And  the 
Norsemen  painted  dragons  on  their  shields  and  carved  dragon  heads  on 
the  prows  of  their  ships  to  strike  fear  in  the  people  they  raided. 

A very  different  picture  is  presented  in  the  Orient  where  the  dragon 
is  considered  a beneficient  creature  representing  a heavenly  protec- 
tor of  the  land  and  a symbol  of  fertility.  In  the  Celestial  Empire 
it  was  the  emblem  of  the  imperial  family  and  appeared  in  countless 
works  of  art  as  well  as  on  the  coins  of  the  Ch'ing  Dynasty. 


In  the  twilight  years  of  this  once  great  Manchu  dynasty,  a power- 
struggle  occured  between  the  Emperor  Kuang  Hsu  and  the  formidable 
dowager  Empress  Tz'u  Hsi.  Yuan  Shih-k'ai,  an  army  leader,  holding 
high  administrative  and  military  offices  in  the  empire,  supported  the 
dowager  Empress  when  she  seized  power  in  1898. 

As  his  reward,  Yuan  was  made  viceroy  of  North  China,  the  highest 
imperial  honor.  But  on  the  death  of  Tz'u  in  1909,  Yuan  was  forced  to 
retire.  However,  when  the  revolution  of  1911  broke  out,  he  was  re- 
called, placed  in  command  of  the  imperial  armies  and  made  prime 
minister  to  save  the  empire.  Instead,  he  persuaded  the  last  Ch'ing 
emperor  (Hsuan  T'ung)  to  abdicate  in  February  1912  thus  ending  the 
monarchy.  The  very  next  month,  through  a series  of  political  maneu- 
vers, Yuan  Shih-k'ai  was  installed  as  president  of  the  new  republic 
of  China.

Yuan's  autocratic  temperament  and  training  did  not  blend  well  with  a 
democracy  and  he  was  soon  compelled  to  supress  several  revolts  in 
central  and  southern  China.  Then  in  1914,  he  dissolved  parliament  and 
assumed  dictatorial  powers.  His  next  and  final  step  came  in  1915  when 
he  attempted  to  restore  the  monarchy  with  himself  as  emperor  under 
the  dynastic  title  of  "Hung  Hsien."  Once  again  both  military  and 
civilian  uprisings  spread  throughout  the  country  but  Yuan  died  in 
June  1916,  before  his  oft-postponed  enthronement  could  take  place. 

To  promulgate  his  self-proclaimed  empire.  Yuan  struck  coins  in  1915 
in  three  denominations  - a One  Yuan  in  silver.  Ten  Yuan  in  gold  and 
One  and  Ten  Cash  in  bronze.  All  three  were  of  different  designs  except 
the  One  and  Ten  Cash  shared  the  same  dragon  device  on  reverse.  Shown 
above  is  the  reverse  of  the  silver  One  Yuan.  The  four  characters 
above  the  dragon  read  "Empire  of  China",  while  the  four  characters 
below  translate  to  "Beginning  of  Hung  Hsien". 

Yuan's  dragon  is  quite  different  from  that  of  the  Ch'ing  coinage.  On 
the  older  coins,  the  dragon  is  shown  facing  in  an  entwining  wingless 
shape,  surrounded  by  billowing  clouds.  However,  Yuan's  dragon  is  in 
profile  with  bat-like  wings  similar  to  the  Western  version.  But,  re- 
gardless of  differences.  Yuan  did  have  his  dragon  - the  symbol  of 
imperial  power  in  the  Orient.

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AN  HISTORICAL  POLITICAL  COUNTERMARK  OF  THE  JACOBITES

Countermarks  abound  throughout  coinage  history  and  their  use  ranges 
from  the  necessity  (emergency)  money,  to  revaluations,  to  validations 
of  authenticity  (genuineness),  to  downright  fraudulent  pieces,  and 
even  for  political  purposes. 

Belonging  to  the  latter  group  is  an  English  shilling  of  William  III, 
1697,  bearing  on  the  obverse  the  countermarks  of  a cross  patee,  and 
a heart  reversed  (upside  down)  above  the  letters  "I.R.".  Without  a 
doubt  the  markings  can  be  attributed  to  an  unnamed,  ardent  Jacobite. 


These  countermarks  were  first  reported  in  the  excellent  article, 
"Countermarked  and  Engraved  Coins,"  by  Edith  M.  Mellor  in  B.A.  Seaby 
Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin , September  1948,  page  405,  where  the  meaning 
of  the  countermark  symbols  are  explained:  "cross  patee  and  heart, 
the  Stewart  emblem,  reversed,  laments  the  downfall  of  the  Jacobites 
and  Roman  Catholics  in  England." 

"I.R."  stands  for  Jacobvs  Rex,  either  James  II,  or  his  son  the  Old 
Pretender.  It  was  probably  used  as  a passport  to  secret  meetings  of 
the  adherents  of  the  king  over  the  water. 

Having  acquired  this  or  a similar  countermarked  piece,  I feel  the 
brief  reference  to  its  purpose  merits  extension. 

James  II,  second  son  of  Charles  I of  the  House  of  Stewart,  was  king 
of  England  from  1685  until  1688,  when  he  was  exiled.  A convert  to 
Roman  Catholicism,  he  attempted  to  make  England  a Roman  Catholic 
country,  but  raised  up  such  a determined  opposition  that  William  of 
Orange,  the  husband  of  Mary,  a daughter  of  James  II,  was  invited  to 
take  the  crown. 

In  1690,  James  sought  to  oust  his  rival  with  a campaign  in  Ireland; 
but  it  failed  and  he  died  in  France  in  1701. 

James  Edward,  the  prince  known  as  the  Old  Pretender,  was  a son  of 
James  II,  born  in  London  in  1688.  On  the  death  of  his  father  in 
1701,  be  became  nominal  King  of  Great  Britain  as  James  III.  His 
attempt  to  regain  the  throne  in  1708  and  1715  from  Scotland  also 
failed,  and  he  died  in  Rome  in  1766. 

James  II  and  his  son,  despite  their  defeats,  still  had  a considerable

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following,  and  the  name  Jacobites  was  given  to  those,  who  after  1688, 
refused  to  acknowledge  William  and  Mary,  (and  afterwards,  the  Georges) 
as  rulers,  believing  that  James  II  and  his  decendants  were  rightful 
kings. 

The  Jacobites  were  strong  in  Scotland  and  in  Ireland,  and  there  were 
a considerable  number  in  England;  and  in  1745,  they  decided  to  attempt 
another  recovery  of  the  throne. 

Charles  Edward,  the  Stewart  Prince  known  as  the  Young  Pretender,  and 
to  the  Jacobites  as  Charles  III,  was  born  in  Rome  in  1720,  and  was 
the  elder  son  of  James  Edward. 

This  young  prince  landed  in  Scotland  in  July  1745,  and  was  head  of 
an  army  that  advanced  south  into  England.  He  was  defeated  at  the 
battle  of  Culloden  in  April  1746,  and  was  forced  to  retreat  back 
into  Scotland. 

The  prince  owed  his  life  to  the  loyalty  of  his  followers,  by  whose 
aid  he  escaped  to  France.  He  died  in  1788  and  was  buried  in  Rome. 

As  a political  party,  the  Jacobites  ceased  to  be  a serious  movement 
after  the  1745  rising  had  been  crushed  and  the  few  remaining  believers 
in  the  claim  of  the  Stewarts  to  the  throne  called  themselves  Legiti- 
mists, and  associations  and  clubs  flourished  until  well  into  the 
19th  century. 

Although  now  toned  by  the  passing  years,  this  coin  is  in  a very 
worn  condition  (about  fair)  and  must  have  circulated  in  its  counter- 
marked  state  for  many  years. 

From  all  indications,  I'd  consider  the  marks  to  have  been  impressed 
about  1701,  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  James  II. 

It  is  a fine  example  of  a political  series  where  a popular  slogan 
or  symbolic  representation  can  reach  out  to  the  masses  and  be  fully 
understood  to  express  the  feelings  of  its  members.  The  modern  adman 
can  appreciate  its  simplicity.

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TO  LIVE  A THOUSAND  YEARS

(The  late  author  Fies  share  with  us  his  views  on  how  to  live  a thou- 
sand years  through  our  coin  studies.  It  is  something  that  bears  re- 
peating every  so  often  in  our  fast-paced  world.) 

With  a little  imagination  and  attention  to  the  means,  you  can  relive 
the  great  moments  of  1,000  years;  yet  have  no  need  to  submit  to  the 
anxieties  and  troubles  of  so  long  within  the  maelstrom  of  mankind's 
struggles. 

Such  does  not  mean  to  live  like  Methuselah  whose  days  were  "nine 
hundred  sixty  and  nine  years".  (Gen.  5:27.) 

Perhaps  you  ask:  "Why  live  a thousand  years  exposed  to  the  concoc- 
tions o f the  rapid  growth  of  man's  knowledge,  and  a possible  decline  in 
his  wisdom,  such  as  may  cast  man  out  of  his  terrestrial  garden?" 

This  however  is  addressed  to  collectors  of  coins.  Especially  those 
who  are  bored,  or  economically  stalled,  in  their  thrust  to  amass 
numismatic  items  by  denominations,  date  and  Mint.  And  to  you  who  are 
harrassed  by  pseudo  numismatics,  which  — at  the  moment  — may  be  of 
more  value  to  their  producers  than  to  you. 

Have  you  considered  that  the  study  of  ancient  coins  of  the  epoch  of 
500  B.C.  through  500  A.D.  can  help  one  relive  those  times?  That  is, 
relive  the  more  pleasant,  and  escape,  where  desired,  the  more  painful. 

Have  you  held  in  your  hand  a coin,  such  as  those  with  the  symbols  of 
the  Turtle  of  Aegina  or  the  Owl  of  Athens,  or  examined  the  coinage 
of  Alexander  the  Great,  and  wondered  about  their  people  and  their 
times? 

One  can  hold  such  a coin  in  his  hand  and  have  it  not  only  absorb  the 
warmth  of  the  hand  but  that  of  the  mind.  One  may  so  activate  a tran- 
scendency of  the  mind,  call  it  a dream  if  you  please,  to  somewhat 
feel  and  understand  as  if  present  at  the  time  and  places  of  that 
coin. 

Yes,  you  can  — if  you  will  — live  a thousand  years. 

There  are  also  coins  of  the  Middle  Ages  of  another  1,000  years.  Even 
the  shorter  period  since  the  discovery  of  America  has  been  numisma- 
tically  eventful. 

It  would  not  be  wise,  at  least  at  first,  to  attempt  to  relive  among 
all  nations,  all  races,  nor  all  times.  One  should  take  it  slowly. 

You  may  need  to  learn  how  to  acquire  such  state  of  mind. 

Why  not  select  only  one  numismatic  place  in  time  and  space,  and  let 
it  grow  from  there  according  to  your  pleasure? 
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If  you  like  romance,  what  about  a Greek  coin  of  Cleopatra  VII?  If  you 
like  Shakespeare,  perhaps  a coin  of  Julius  Caesar;  or  mythology,  a 
Pegasos  coin  of  Corinth.  Also  there  is  the  sea,  and  the  coins  of 
Syracuse  with  the  sporting  dolphins.  For  religious  theme,  coins  with 
Hebrew  devices,  the  Papal  coins,  or  the  coins  of  the  Crusades. 

When  you  select  a point  of  beginning,  by  computer,  personal  study, 
or  casting  lots,  obtain  one  coin  of  that  time  and  place.  It  may 
cost  less  than  you  presuppose.  Learn  all  you  can  about  that  coin, 
then  in  a quiet  place  hold  it  in  your  hand  and  let  go  your  mind. 

Could  that  coin  but  speak  — the  wondrous  tales  it  might  tell.  Even 
greater  than  one’s  imagination  can  conjure.  Stories  of  joy  and  pain. 
Of  calm  or  battle,  and  thus  of  life  and  death  itself.  Of  ancient 
ships  driven  before  the  wind  or  moved  by  galley  slaves.  Of  young 
lovers  and  of  old  age.  Paid  here  for  bread  and  there  for  poison. 
Recieved  for  sale  of  labor  or  material  object.  Gambled,  given, 
stolen,  lost,  tithed  for  good  or  paid  for  sin.

Of  the  many  countries  issuing  notgeld  during  the  European  hyperinflation 
period  following  World  War  1 none  seems  more  neglected  by  literature 
than  Czechoslovakia  and  the  former  Sudentenland . 

Prior  to  1918  Czechoslovakia  was  part  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire. 

As  early  as  1556  Ferdinand  1,  brother  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  Charles 
V,  became  head  of  the  Austrian  branch  of  Habsburg  thus  founding  the 
Austrian  dynasty  and  ruling  Bohemia  as  well.  After  abdication  of  the 
last  emperor,  Karl  I,  and  the  disolution  of  t lie  empire  in  1918,  a re- 
public called  Czechoslovakia  was  formed  from  Bohemia,  Moravia,  Slovakia 
and  lesser  part  of  the  old  empire  with  an  area  of  49,371  square  miles 
and  a population  of  14.7  million.  In  a fringe  area  surrounding  the 
states  of  Bohemia  and  Moravia,  and  including  the  capital  city  of  Prague, 
there  was  a very  large  minority  of  German  speaking  people  who,  although 
they  had  been  Austrian  citizens  prior  to  1918,  felt  strong  ties  to  their 
German  neighbors  to  the  north,  west  and  south  by  reason  of  geographic 
location,  common  culture  and  language.  Adolf  Hitler  provoked  this 
minority  into  agitation  for  autonomy,  and  in  1938  Britain  and  France, 
in  a vain  attempt  to  avoid  World  War  II,  forced  cession  of  the  Sudeten 
area  to  Germany.  However,  in  1939,  Hitler  invaded  the  remnant  of  Czech- 
oslovakia and  established  a protectorate  over  Bohemia  and  Moravia  and  a 
puppet  republic  in  Slovakia,  the  easternmost  province. 

With  the  World  War  II  defeat  of  Germany  the  independence  of  Czechoslo- 
vakia was  re-established  in  1945  and  the  Czechs  gave  short  shrift  to 
their  erstwhile  German  neighbors.  A literal  blood  bath  ensued  as  the 
Germans  began  withdrawing  from  Czechoslovakian  territory.  A population 
of  German  speaking  Sudetens  totalling  about  3.5  millions  (the  largest 
in  Europe  outside  Germany  and  Austria)  was  quickly  reduced  to  zero  as 
they  were  murdered  or  deported  en  masse  as  the  Czechs  vented  their  wrath 
on  their  former  occupiers  or  neighbors.  No  discrimination  was  made  as 
to  age,  infirmity,  guilt  or  innocence  and  only  50  kilograms  was  allowed 
to  be  taken  by  each  deportee.  In  most  cases  only  24  hours  notice  was 
give  to  assemble  at  collection  points  where  they  were  either  transported 
or  forced  to  walk  into  exile  leaving  behind  their  homeland  of  centuries. 

During  the  hyperinflation  period  which  greeted  the  newly  constitued 
Czechoslovakian  government  in  1918-19  Austro-Hungarian  bank  notes  with 
an  adhesive  stamp  or  overprint  were  utilized  as  a stop-gap  measure 
until  a new  bank  and  currency  could  be  established.  Meanwhile,  in 
keeping  with  the  problems  of  all  inflation  ridden  economies,  hoarding 
has  caused  the  diappearance  of  all  coinage  and  notgeld,  or  emergency 
paper  notes,  were  issued,  often  by  private  sources,  in  an  effort  to 
maintain  some  semblance  of  normalcy  in  every  day  transactions. 

Of  the  latter  more  than  300  issues  are  known  from  Czechoslovakia,  many 
issued  by  the  German  speaking  residents  of  the  Sudetenland  and  there- 
fore printed  in  German.  Relatively  few  of  these  notes  seem  to  have 
survived  and  their  is  no  known  complete  listing  of  Sudeten  notgeld 
from  this  period.  The  following  trial  attempt  to  list  notgeld  from 
the  Sudetenland  is  complicated  by  the  renaming  in  Czech  of  all  former 
German  named  towns . 
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In  addition,  during  World  War  I,  the  Austro-Hungarian  Imperial  military 
authorities  maintained  several  prisoner  of  war  camps  within  present-day 
Czechoslovakia.  These  were  probably  the  first  to  issue  notgeld  and 
were  as  follows:

They  were  mainly  for  Russian  prisoners  captured  on  the  eastern  front 
and  several  issues  are  printed  in  both  German  and  Russian.  Many  of 
these  notes  are  scarce  or  rare  today.

This  is  left-over  business  from  the  OIN  JOURNAL,  which  we  felt 
would  also  be  of  interest  to  the  expanded  readership. 

The  letter  is  self-explanatory. 

"The  Oriental  Whatzit?  (what  we  called  our  unidentified  column. A. ED) 
in  Vol.  XIV,  Third  1980  Journal  is  an  imitation  Japanese  CHO-GIN 
which  was  cast  in  brass  in  Viet  Nam,  and  made  as  a souvenir  for  sale 
to  US  Servicemen  stationed  there. 

The  green  patina  on  the  piece  is  to  make  it  appear  old  and  is  made 
by  burying  the  item  in  a dung  heap.  These  souvenir  pieces  will  fre- 
quently be  encountered  with  particles  of  dried  dung  still  adhearing 
to  them. 

Many  Asiatic  coins  and  tokens  were  cast 
in  Viet  Nam  for  sale  to  servicemen,  and 
all  of  those  I've  seen  have  been  aged 
in  the  same  manner. 

In  my  psudonumia  collection  I have  the 
following  examples  of  Vietnamese-made 
pieces:

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

1980  TRANSACTIONS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  NUMISMATIC  RESEARCH  SOCIETY.  Vol. 

16.  112pp , soft  bound,  8—%"  x 11",  illus.  Available  postpaid  from 
Mr.  Ross  W.  Irwin,  P.  0.

This  latest  volume  of  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Research  Society  was 
released  in  February  1980.  The  volume  contains  articles  of  original 
research  authored  by  members  of  the  Society  on  Canadian  medals,  paper 
money,  tokens  and  script. 

Some  very  interesting  articles  on  medals,  all  of  them  illustrated, 
dominate  this  issue  of  the  Transactions.  Some  of  these  articles 
hopefully  will  be  reprinted  in  the  journal  of  the  Canadian  Numismatic 
Association  as  they  will  interest  most  members. 

An  article  by  Ross  W.  Irwin  describing  and  illustrating  some  80  mili- 
tary Welcome  Home  Commemorative  Medals  struck  my  fancy.  These  medals 
were  presented  to  soldiers  on  their  return  at  the  end  of  a war.  Most 
are  from  the  era  of  World  War  I.  As  the  author  explains  "while  many 
of  the  medals  were  stock  patterns  that  were  promoted  by  each  of  the 
large  manufacturing  jewelers,  there  were  a great  many  medal  designs 
that  were  specifically  created  for  a municipality."  The  author  esti- 
mates that  50  or  less  of  each  type  of  medal  were  probably  struck. 

In  another  article  Ross  Irwin  tells  of  the  P.  W.  Ellis  Company,  giv- 
ing us  a lengthy  listing  of  the  medal  dies  they  produced  from  1883- 
1916. 

Robert  C.  Willey  continues  his  "Dictionary  of  Canadian  Medallist", 
covering  medalists  whose  names  begin  with  the  letter  "J"  through  the 
letter  "P"  with  40  pages  of  valuable  data  on  them. 

A reprint  of  "Medallic  Art  in  Canada"  by  A.  E.  H.  Petrie  originally 
published  in  COIN  WORLD  (March  1,  1972)  summarizes  this  subject  from 
the  French  regime  period  to  the  present. 

There  are  also  several  short  illustrated  articles  describing  other 
medals . 

An  informative  article  on  "The  Lesslie  Tokens  of  Upper  Canada"  by  R. 

J.  Graham  states  that  these  tokens  were  actually  struck  in  1822,  the 
date  that  appears  on  them  and  not  at  a later  date  as  once  believed. 

A 25  page  article  by  Ruth  McQuade  entitled  "The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia" 
covers  the  various  issues  of  their  banknotes  by  date  (23  issues) . 

The  bank  is  now  one  of  Canada's  leading  Chartered  banks. 

This  volume  should  be  in  club  libraries  as  well  as  libraries  of  numis- 
matists interested  in  the  historical  background  of  Canadian  numismatics.

The  name  'Ala'iye  is  known  today  as  Alanya  which  will  remind  readers 
who  have  travelled  in  Turkey  of  this  lovely  resort  town  between  two 
sandy  beaches,  the  precipitous  l.ycian  mountains  can  be  seen  far  to 
the  west . 

In  1977  when  Stephen  Album  published  his  revision  of  Marsden's:  Ni-tmis- 

mata  Orientalia  Illustmta.  he  noted  on  page  174  that,  essentially 
nothing  is  known  of  the  local  emirs  who  struck  coins  there,  and  he 
illustrated  a typical  coin  from  that  mint  with  the  " seal  of  Solomon" 
motif,  whteh  makes  attribution  of  many  coins  from  this  mint  simple. 

In  the  same  year  Michael  Mitchiner  published  two  coins  ( // 1 199  and  1200) 
on  page  201  of  his  encyclopedic  work  World  of  Islam , from  this  mint. 
This  gap  in  the  available  references  of  Islamic  coins  has  now  been 
rectified  by  an  excellent  monograph  by  two  Turkish  writers,  in  which 
all  known  information  on  the  coins  struck  at  'Ala'iye  in  the  pre-Islam 
and  Islamic  periods  are  presented  in  an  admirable  manner  with  their 
inscriptions  printed  in  modern  Arabic  script  and  transliterated.  Il- 
lustrated with  superb  drawings  (double  the  size  of  the  actual  coins) 
by  Garo  Kiirkman,  supplemented  by  nearly  seventy  photos  of  coins  (ob- 
verse and  reverse)  printed  on  eight  plates. 

The  authors  describe  the  first  few  coins  of  the  Seljuks  (Ghiyath  ad-Din 
Kay  Khusraw  III,  Mas'ud  II),  then  the  Ilkhanid  types  (with  many  bearing 
countermarks)  of  Mahmud  Ghazan,  and  Muhammad  Khudabanda  Oljaytii  (Ul- 
jaytu) , followed  by  the  issues  of  the  Bahri  and  Burji  Mamluk  rulers 
al-Ashraf  §alah  ad-Din  Khalil,  an-Na.?er  Na$ir  ad-Din  Muhammad,  a§-Salih 
Nasir  ad-Din  Muhammad  and  al-Ashraf  Sayf  ad-Din  Barsaby. 

The  last,  most  important  group  being  the  coins  struck  by  the  Emirs  in 
their  own  right,  Sawji,  Qaraman  and  Lufti  (who  died  in  857  AH)-  The 
author  notes  that  there  are  no  known  specimens  of  coins  of  the  last 
ruler  Kilxc  Arslan  Bey  from  this  mint. 

Coins  from  fourteen  collectors  and  eight  museums  are  cited,  and  there 
is  a good  bibliography  with  an  historical  text  of  thirty  pages  (in 
English)  which  greatly  adds  to  the  interest  of  this  catalogue. 

Although  more  specimens  of  coins  from  this  mint  and  emirate  will  be 
found  and  reported,  this  book  will  remain  a source  of  information  on 
the  series  for  many  years  to  come,  and  is  highly  recommended  for 
purchase  by  all  collectors  of  Islamic  coins.

A VISIT  TO  ZAMBIA

A visit  to  Zambia  during  1980  offered  little  by  wav  of  circulating 
coinage  finds.  The  only  uncirculated  coin  to  be  found  was  a 1978  one 
Ngwee  which  is  either  still  being  minted  with  the  1978  date  or  a sup- 
ply is  kept  on  hand.  This  coin  is  listed  in  the  Standard  Cabling  of 
World  Coins  as  a proof  only  but  obviously  is  produced  as  a currency 
coin  as  well.  During  more  than  a week  in  the  country  no  other  coin 
with  a date  later  than  1972  could  be  found  and  I was  hard  pressed  to 
find  any  coins  with  a grade  higher  than  about  VF.  The  50  Ngwee  F.A.O. 
issue  of  1972  (Y— 1 5 ) and  the  50  Ngwee  "second  republic"  of  1972  (Y-16) 

circulate  readily  and  I was  surprised  to  find  the  Y-15  in  almost  as 
good  supply  as  the  Y-16  although  only  about  1 / 7 th  the  mintage.  The  50 
Ngwee  of  1969  (Y-14)  was  not  to  be  found.  I had  a bank  manager  friend 
looking  for  coins  and  paper  money  for  a week  and  the  best  he  could 
provide  in  paper  money  was  a couple  of  sets  of  slightly  crumpled  bills 
and  manv  complaints  about  the  shortage  of  all  kinds  of  monev  in  the 
conn  t ry .
